The clergy of the Episcopal. Presby- 


terian and Methodiit churches in this 
country, are alike Interested and a 
joint committee representing the vari- 
ous churches, Is tb meet In Los Ange- 
les. Cal., May 20, to recommend some 
uniform attitude for minsters to take 
regarding the remarriage of divorced 
persons. It !« quite certain that as a 
result the lines will be more closely 
drawn. 


Popular interest in the question of 


divorces was never higher than it is 
now. 
All classes of people in all sec- 


tions of the country are coming to re- 
gard divorce-and-remarriage 
as 
the 


great national social evil. 


The Detroit conference of the na- 


tional congress of mothers gave the 
question prominent place in its dis- 
cussions. 
These 
estimable 
women 


took a narrow view of the 
matter, 


however, and contented 
themselves 


with demanding uniform laws, with- 
out defining the law as it ought to he, 
and without denouncing polygamy in 
Utah. 


Uniformity of divorce law is cer- 


tainly to be desired, provided the uni- 
form law is good. 
But if, to secure 


uniformity, there must be surh con- 
cessions all around as to result in 
looseness, the result might be even 
worse than it is at present. 


It is to be. regretted that the mothers 


were not more definite in their de- 
mands. 
Denunciations of polygamy 


in Utah, where legal 
polygamy 
no 


longer exists, is hardly to the point. 


Denunciation 
of the 
consecutive 


polygamy, which legally 
exists 
in 


every state in the union outside 
of 


Utah, would have been more timely 
and effective. 


Indeed, of the two. consecutive poly- 


gamy, as carried on in all the states, 
under sanction of law. is mure pro- 
ductive of present evil aud immorality 
and more dangerous to tne future of 
the nation than is the simultaneous 
polygamy that may be carried on in 
violation of the laws of Utah. 


Statistics have sr-.w: 
that, 
more 


than thn-o-fourths of <iie divorces in 
the United States, are procured for 
immediate remarriage to another per- 
son already selected. 


What, condition could bo imagir.ed 


with a stronger and more Kti 
:-ady tnn- 


dency to undermine the hbiu! and to 
lauae to be held lightly the ties that 
should he held as the most sacred on 
earth ? 


Courtship and engagement of per- 


sons already married, is a crime, and a 
scandal to which the law should no 
longer be an accessory. The mothers 
of the land m-.efl to worry less over 
supposed polygamy in l:ta!i than over 


thin open, legalised coni«cutlv« poly- 
gamy that is going on in every »tate. 


Mothers may well look with dread 


upon the future of their daughter*, 
while a polygamy so widespread and 
a morality so lax prevails outside 
Utah and is finding its victims In an- 
nually increasing thousands Iu every 
plane of society. 


Until there U a divorce 
law in 


every state forhidiilns remarriage of 
divorced persona except under cer- 
tain strictly 
prescribed conditions, 


polygamy will conti iu- to 
nourish 


throughout tha 
country.—Cleveland
